Death of Bishop Xrfraghlln. 


BROOKLYN, Deo. SO.—Et. Bev. John 


Loughlin, bishop of the Catholic dio- 
cese of Long Island, and one ot the 
best-known prelates in the country, 
died yesterday afternoon. 
He had been 


ill but a week with a complication of 
diseases, and although his condition 
was yesterday morning considered seri. 
ous by the attending physicians, it was 
thought he would pull through. 
All 


day he was perfectly eonsckms and 
recognized the many devoted priests 
who knelt around his bedside and of- 
fered up prayer iu his behalf. His 
great vitality stood him to the last, 
a'nd when the end came, shortly after 
4 o'clock, he wus in the full possession 
of his mental powers. 


Bishop Loughlin was 74 years of age. 


He was born in County Down, Ireland, 
in 1810, and came to this country at the 
age of 7 years, 
lie btudied for the 


priesthood at the Albany academy, and 
finished at djambly, Canada. 
He was 


ordained a priest October 18, 1840, and 
was at once assigned to the diocese of 
New York. 
His first charge was a 


small parish iu Utica, N. Y. 
On Oc- 


tober HO, 18B3, he was made bishop of 
the diocese of Long Island, and was 
formally installed on tho 10th of No- 
vember. He was then o.'i years of age. 
Last October Bishop Loughlin cele- 
brated the golden jubilee of his ordina- 
tion to the priesthood, and it was made 
made a memorable event by the Cath- 
olics of Brooklyn.
